Richard Carroll and Edward Spittal 


Seriously Injured at Green Street 
Crossing when Horse Became 
Frightened and Threw Them in 
Path of Coal Train. 


Private Richard Carroll and private 


Edward Spittal of the guard at the 
marine barracks at the navy yard, 
•were seriously injured at the Green 
street railroad crossing shortly before 
five o'clock on 
Monday afternoon. 


Carroll lost his right arm and had 
a broken ankle, and iipittal has a 
compound fracture of the right thigh 
and may loose a leg. 


Spltlal, who is the regular driver 


of the barracks baggage wagon, had 


Carroll with him as an assistant, and 
they had come over by the way o^ 
the.*" Kittery bridge and Market and 
Green streets and were 
on 
their 


•way to the depot with some oaggage 
for Captain William HI Parker, U. 
S. M'.. C., who has been ordered .to 
Panama. 


As they drove down through Green 


street toward the crossing, a shlft- 


j ing engine, in charge of Engineer 
I Sinclair, with six enijply coal cars, 


had followed tho Dover train in and 
had started from the main line to 
back down to the coal wharves. 


The horse in the wagon had be- 


come cpcited through .meeting tho 
workmen's train on the Portsmouth 
bridge and had lo be held while It 
passed, so that when he 
saw the 


train of coal cars he 'broke and got 
out of control of the driver. 


lAt the crossing tho horse made a 


sudden plunge to the right lo escape 
the cars, and In doing so both Carroll 
and Spittal were thrown out ana land- 
ed directly on the crossing In the 
path of tho cars, and before Ihey 
could escape the llrst car had passed 
over them. 


[Engineer Sinclair did not see the 


horse until it plunged across the track 
and he acted promptly and pulled his 
train down to a standsllll. Both of 
the unfortunate men were "found be- 
tween the 'first and second cars, the 
first car having pa.ssed over them. 


They were promptly lifted . from 


the track by the train 
crew and 


gatelender Ellsworth Pierce and taken 
to the gatetender's shanty, and a tele- 
phone message sent for Dr. .1. .1. Ber- 
ry and the ambulance. Tho ambu- 
lance made two trips and tho men 
were rushed to the Cottage hospital 
with all possible speed. 


The horse in his wild dash suc- 


ceeded in clearing the cars and was 
as f.ar as Maplewood avenue before 
lie was captured.

A CURIOUS FLY. 


This Waspliko . New -Zealand ln»ect 


Feeds on Spiders. 


New Zealand boasts of 'a fly that 


feeds on spiders. 


This fly Is black and wasplllie and. 
Ice the wasp, lives In a nest of clay 


built In a crevice, preferably in the up- 
per folds of heavy window curtains. 
This Is one of the great annoyances of 
the tidy housekeeper In New Zealand. 
Try as she will. It is almost Impossible 
for her to keep these flles'froin setting 
up their homes at the tops of her cur- 
tains. 


These nests of clay are made up of a 


series of separate cells, usually from 
3ve to eight in number. When the nest 
Is built the fly goes after spiders. 


It has no trouble In 'conquering the 


spinners of silky vvebs. They succumb 
more easily than do Ihe American flies 
which are so unfortunate as to get tan- 
gled In a spider's weaving. 


The fly carries , the spiders to Its 


jorae and imprisons each one in a cell. 
Here the fly lays a single egg. and 
when the grub halcbes put It cats the 
spider that has been provided for It. 
When Us food Is all cone ihe mother 
fly goes out and caiches anoihor spi- 
der, and she keeps this, u p ' u n t i l the 
vouug fly Is old enough lo calch spi- 
ders for itself.—New i'ork .Telegram.'
